The fair is expected to be bigger 
and better this year than ever be- 
fore. Premiums aggregating $20,- 
000 will be awarded, and in some 
cases the premiums will be larger

This is 
notably so in the jersey rings, 
where $800 will be awarded the 
winners. The association has also 
set aside $2,000 for the shorthorn 
classes, more money than is 
cd at any other state fair, except 
Minnesota.

In your valuable paper some 
week* ago, I noticed the request of 

the ministers of Louisville, that the 
preachers throughout the State 
-would warn the people about the 
large and increasing number of 
Crimea in Kentucky.

Our laws per- 
taining to Wfunding and killing art 
not strict enough The ablest and 
most conscientious lawyers, with 
Whom 1 have talked for years, agree- 
fully with me in thinking that only 
criminals and criminal lawyers are 
beneGted, by so many loop holes 
tor escape. One of the greatest 
things God ever did for mankind 
was to give a code of laws. When 
He gave it. lie pronounced it per- 
fect and perpetual; and forbade 
that it should be added to or di- 
minished or changed. God.

€ve hundred times in the Scriptures. 
If your space would permit, I could 
give more than one hundred quota- 
tions from the Bible, showing bow 
desirous God was that people 
should study His law, and should 
continue to obey it: and how Jesus 
and his apostles taught that the law- 
recorded by Moses should be dil- 
igently taugbt, and go hand 
haod with the gospel. By a care- 
ful study of the law, we can learn

full authority to proceed to the col- 
lection of the materials for the dis- 
play. The plan is not to be made 
public yet, but it is known that the 
committee contemplates giving 
every grower in the State the op- 
portunity to send in at least one 
lample for the exhibit. The rules 
governing the awards to be made 
by the jury on tobacco make it pos- 
sible for Kentucky to bring home a 
medal on every sample shojvn. The 
est perfect sample of every va- 
ety will be taken by the jury as a 
andard and every sample shown 
hich miy be marked 95 or more 
er cent, as approaching this per- 
ction will receive a gold medal. 
All samples grading 85 and 95 per 
cent, will receive a silver medal; 
all between 75 and 85, a bronze 
medal and all between 65 and 75, 
a certificate of honorable mention. 
Kentucky should, under these condi- 
tions, bring home from the World's 
Pair a car load of medals on her 
obacco alone. 

Kentucky is getting a big adver- 
tisement out of the Kentucky Ex- 
hibit Association movement even a 
year before the Exposition opens. 
The Press Bureau of the Exposi- 
tion is sending out almost daily 
from its hcadquartere in St. Louis 
the progress of the enterprise in 
Kentucky.

John Keller, 
of Louisville, the fireman, was so 
badly scalded that he died here to- 
night.
